King, chief of Naval operations, 
“The American chiefs of staff 
and Mr. Hopkins held important

"At these conferences, the whole 
conduct of the war was thorough­ 
ly canvassed, 
and, 
with the ap­ 
proval of the President, the neces­ 
sary decisions regarding military 
operations were made..” 
Early Also Present 
The White House announcement 
also 
revealed 
that 
Presidential 
Secretary Stephen Early was In 
London at the same time for a 
conference with Brendon Bracken, 
British minister of public informa­ 
tion. 
"On the return trip from Lon­ 
don,”

announcement added, 
"the American 
conferees visited 
Iceland and 
inspected American 
bases there." 
Disclosure of the London confer­ 
ence gives added 
significance to 
Prime Minister Winston Church­ 
ills visit to Moscow in August to 
confer with Soviet Premier Jos­ 
eph Stalin.

Showdown With Chief 
Since Pearl Harbor 


WASHINGTON, Sept 8 - A re­ 
sentful Congresa facing its first 
major showdown with the White 
House since Pearl Harbor, today 
took perfunctory steps to meet 
President Roosevelt’s 
anti-infla­ 
tion 
ultimatum, 
but 
most 
members doubted that any conclu­ 
sive action can be taken by Octo­ 
ber 1, the deadline fix ed by the 
chief ex ecutive. 
The 
ill 
feeling 
appeared 
to 
hinge on two points stemming 
from Mr. Roosevelt’s special mes­ 
sage to Congress y esterday on in­ 
flation and his subseq uent "fire­ 
side chat”, delivered to the na­ 
tion last night: 
1. That the president had open­ 
ly threatened to usurp powers of 
Congress 
by declaring that 
if 
Congress 
does not change 
the 
present law on farm price ceilings 
by October 1, he will do it by ex e­ 
cutive order. 
No Wage Policy 
2. That the president, while spe­ 
cifically recognizing 
that spiral- 
lng wages 
are 
contributing 
as 
much to the spectre of inflation 
as farm prices, outlined no policy 
on wage scales, but spared no de­ 
tail in proposing one on agricul­ 
ture. 
In both his message and fire­ 
side chat, however, Mr. Roosevelt 
made it plain that unless curbs 
are put on farm prices and Indus­ 
trial wages, the nation’s econo­ 
mic structure is endangered. 
In the first instance he deliv­ 
ered 
his 23-day ultimatum 
that 
Congress must lower the mini­ 
mum farm price ceiling from 110 
percent of parity to 100 percent, 
or he will. In the case of wages, 
he asked for no legislation, but 
simply stated that they "can and 
will be stabilized also,” 
"This I will do,” the president 
added without 
further ex plana­ 
tion. 
Many 
members, led by 
Sen. 
Taft 
(R) Ohio, frankly 
stated 
that they do not believe the presi­ 
dent constitutionally can suspend 
an act of Congresa, while others, 
headed 
by Sen. Van Nuy s 
(D) 
Ind., were critical of the presi­ 
dent for not asking for a ceiling 
on wages. Oddly enough, virtually 
no 
members were in 
disagree­ 
ment with Mr. Roosevelt as to his 
objectives, but not a few were re­ 
sentful 
against 
the 
president's 
ultimatum tactics. 
Speaker Ray burn Immediately 
issued a call for all members of 
the House to return to Washing­ 
ton 
nex t 
Monday , 
while 
Sen. 
Wagner (D) N. Y., chairman of 
the Senate 
Banking Committee, 
announced he would introduce leg­ 
islation on Thursday to carry out 
the president’s req uest.

MOSCOW, 
S ept 
8—Russian 
armies turned on the German in­ 
vasion forces today and took the 
offensive on two fronts of the 
Volga-Caucasus battlefield. 
Front line dispatches reported 
that Soviet troops were attack­ 
ing Nazi flank positions west of 
Stalingrad 
and pursuing 
a re­ 
treating foe around Mozdok in the 
central Caucasus. 
Marshal Semy on Timoshenko’s 
armies on the Stalingrad front, 
after checking one of the most fu­ 
rious onslaughts in the history of 
warfare, were reported to be at­ 
tacking the German flank west 
of the Volga river Industrial cen­ 
ter. 
The Russian army newspaper 
Red Star reported simultaneously 
that the Soviet forces blocking 
the German advance on the Groz­ 
ny oil fields had seized the initi­ 
ative in the fighting around 
Moz­ 
dok and turned the German 
of­ 
fensive into a disorderly retreat. 
Novorossisk In Danger 
But the situation was reported 
to have worsened In the western 
Caucasus 
where 
the 
Germans 
were driving on the Black Sea 
port of Novorossisk. 
In this sector the enemy was 
said 
to be concentrating 
large 
forces of tanks in a continuous 
offensive which is making steady 
progress. 
The fighting was ex ceptionally 
fierce and developing unfavorably 
for the Russian defenders on sev­ 
eral sectors, dispatches from the 
front declared. 
But 
news that 
Timoshenko’s 
forces were attacking on the Vol­ 
ga was welcome news. 
The sudden offensive surge fol­ 
lowed the virtual halt temporari­ 
ly of the Nazi drive on the Sta­ 
lingrad line. 
Massed German columns, driv- 
nig on the Volga river industrial 
center and pride of all Russians, 
were met by an artillery barrage 
described as "the heaviest ever 
known,” and approaches to the 
beleaguered 
town were 
littered 
with dead Nazis and the hulks of 
wrecked tanks. 
Thwarted in his plans to encir­ 
cle the city with a pincers drive, 
Nazi Field Marshal Fedor Von 
Bock 
was forced 
to resort 
to

His premium 
for this protection would be the 
equivalent of the price of 18 bu­ 
shels of wheat July 25, 1943. 
Indemnities were paid on nine

Four hundred* 
and eighty-six applications were 
in force last year and indemni­ 
ties in excess of 14.000 were paid 
ni this county during 1942.

Among Causes of Foot Pains

son’s foot changes during his adult 
life to adapt itself to the use it

gets. Sherlock Holmes could tell 
a man’s occupation by his hands. 
He could do so equally well by ex­ 
amining the feet. 
The clerk in a store, who has to 
be on his feet all day, has an en­ 
tirely different foot from the desk 
worker, and indeed a standing oc­ 
cupation leads to different adjust­ 
ments than occur in the feet of 
people whose occupation require« 
continual walking. 


What Is an “ ideal Foot” ? 


The idea] foot is purely a matter 
of definition. For a person of giv en 
height and weight the exact point 
where the most strain occurs can 
be calculated to within a spot the 
size of a penny, on the heel, the 
instep and the ball of the toes But 
ev eryone hasn’t toe bones of ex­ 
actly the same length, nor heel 
bones of exactly the same size. 
They try to make adjustment and 
sometimes the adjustment isn’t 
entirely successful. 
btram, increasing weight and a 
faulty shoe probably cause more 
foot pain than anything else. The 
•train may begin as an accident 
so triv ial as to result in neglect. 
Thus, a woman suffered pain for 
ov er 10 months in the top of the 
instep.

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son needs to hav e a shoe with a 
base large enough to afford sup­ 
port. This is especially true of the 
heels of women’s shoes. If you will

take the trouble to make an im­ 
pression of the heel of a high- 
heeled woman’s shoe on a piece of 
paper and compare it with the 
impression of the heels of a man’s 
shoes, you will find that in area 
the woman’s is less than a quarter 
of the size. 


Diseased Conditions 
Diseased conditions, of course, 
are quit« as frequent causes of 
painful feet as stra in; but a strain 
is often the beginning of a diseased 
condition. The foot has a rthritis 
just as much or more so than any 
other set of joints. The constant 
rubbing and contact with hard and 
unev en surfaces creates roughness 
that turns into arthritis. 
Another source of painful feet 
are inflammations of little bursa 
that are placed between the bones, 
especially the heads of the bones. 
The bursa really are necessary, 
since they are filled with a small 
amount of lubricating fluid and 
keep the bones from scraping on 
each other as they mov e. 
Flat feet actually are in many 
instances painful because of the 
creation of these areas of arth­ 
ritis, or of inflamed bursa, or 
pressure of the bones on exposed 
nerv es.

H. D.; What is staphy­ 
lococcus infection? Explain the 
cause, symptoms, effects, etc. 
Answer: The staphylococcus is 
the germ that is essentia lly the 
pus producing organism. All skin 
boils, carbuncles, pimples, etc., are 
due to the inv asion of the skin by 
the staphylococcus. 
It also in­ 
v ades the inside structures of the 
body — such as the nose, throat, 
and car. Very rarely it inv ades 
the blood atream and produces a 
general blood stream infection.

tllUOUIIIIIIUU 
TRIBUTE TO RUSSIANS 
W 
ASHINGTON — The 
inside report 
which Averell Harriman brought back 
to Hie President and close advisers is a 
glowing tribute to Russian courage. 
But 
also it contains a dire warning of the des­ 
perate privation faced by the Russians. 
Many of the 
Russian people are al­ 
ready hungry, Harriman 
reported, even 
though the Winter has not yet set in. For 
one mouth the ration in some parts of the 
country consisted of 
bread, 
and 
bread 
alone. Finally some lard arrived from the 
United States. 
The people spread it on 
tile b re a d , and fell down on their knees to 
thank the U.S.A. 
To get the proper perspective on Har- 
riman’s report it should be noted that for 
many years before the war he carried on 
a hot dispute with the Soviet Government 
o\er mineral concessions in which he fin­ 
ally lust millions. 
No communist, Harri­ 
man owns a 
large 
slice 
of the Union 
Pacific Railway, the Illinois Central, West- 
ern Union Telegraph, and is the son of ohe 
of the most rugged capitalistic railroad 
builders in the history of the nation. . 
• However, the report he brought back 
to Washington emphasized the heroic man­ 
ner in w hich every man, woman and child 
iii Russia was in the war—all the way. He 
described it as an unsparing fight for sur­ 
vival, and the only blame he attached to 
anyone was in regard to the fact, that the 
United States had not been able to get 
more supplies to Russia. 
Harriman was particularly critical of a 
certain type of sub-rosa propaganda here 
to the effect that we should give Russia 
just enough aid to enable her to weaken 
Hitler—but not enough to enable her to 
survive as a strong force after the war. 
Harriman regards this as the most danger­ 
ous type of war talk, w hich must be stamp­ 
ed out. 


THOSE JAPS 
M A D A M O So Solly is a Japanese doll, 
owned by Margaret Mitchell, author 
of “Gone \\ ith The Wind. 
This doll rep­ 
resents the sole 
royalties given to Miss 
Mitchell for a Japanese translation of her 
book. 
Yet 200,000 copies ol the transla­ 
tion had been sold. 
The Japanese said that the copyright 
treaty of 1905 gave them the right to trans­ 
late, without permission or payment, any 
American book that might advance Japan­ 
ese culture. 
They admit 
that American 
publishers have the same right to translate 
Japanese books, if anyone thinks that will 
advance our culture. 
Sounds like the Japs, doesn’t it? 


RUSSIA'S HUGE LOSSES 
Most people don’t realize it, but, ac­ 
cording to Harriman’s 
report, 
Russian 
manpower has been seriously affected by 
heavy casualties. 
For instance, American 
army trucks arriving at the Persian Gulf 
are driven north by wounded Russian sol­ 
diers who are convalescing. Some of these 
men are so weak that if in the American 
Army they 
would 
be 
hospitalized. 
In 
some cases chauffeurs have collapsed at 
the wheel with resulting accidents. 
Russia is also hard 
up 
for replace­ 
ment parts for trucks and tanks. 
Harri­ 
man told how in one engagement the Rus­ 
sians were obliged to dismantle one third 
of their motorized equipment to make the 
other two-thirds ready for action. 
One problem little realized here, is the 
fact that Russia is fighting on thirteen dif­ 
ferent sectors, so it is a terrific task to send 
supplies to all these battle areas. 
Harriman also reported that the Rus­ 
sians had done a phenomenal job of mov­ 
ing 
factories and equipment eastward 
ahead of the German advance, but he es­ 
timates that Germany also can do a rela­ 
tively quick job of starting oil production 
in the Caucasus— in eight months — even

Faulty Shoe Holds Lead 
Among Causes of Foot Pains

The clerk in a store, who hM to 
be on hie feet all day, hM aa en­ 
tirely different foot from the desk 
worker, and indeed a standing oc­ 
cupation leads to different adjust­ 
ments then occur in the feet of 
people whoa* occupation requires 
continual walking. 


What Ta aa "Ideal Foot"? 
The ideal foot ia purely a matter 
of definition. For a person of given 
height end weight the exact point 
where the most strain occurs can 
be calculated to within a spot the 
ais* of a penny, on the heel, the 
instep and the ball of the toes. But 
everyone hasn’t toe bonos of ex­ 
actly the same length, nor heel 
bones of exactly the same size- 
They try to make adjiutment and 
sometimes the adjustment isn’t 
entirely successful. 
Strain, increasing weight and a 
faulty shoe probably cause more 
foot pain than anything else. The 
strain may begin as an accident 
so trivial as to result in neglect. 
Thus, a woman suffered pain for 
over IO months in the top of the 
instep. When her doctor began to 
dig into her story she related that 
•he turned her foot one day down­ 
town when she hopped out of the 
way of an automobile, but thought 
no more about it. 


Bones Compressed 
An x-ray showed that the bones 
from the first to fifth toes had 
ridges across the top and that the 
aho* compressed these bones and 
•he had worn her shoe until all 
tha bad points about it wert ac­ 
centuated. Thus, chronic arthritic 
changes had been going on for 
years. 
With increasing weight a per­ 


son needs to have a shoe with a 
base large enough to afford sup­ 
port. This is especially true of the 
heels of women’! shoes. If you will 
taka the trouble to make an im­ 
pression of the heel of a high­ 
heeled woman’s shoe on a piece of 
paper and compare it with the 
impression of the heels of a man’s 
shoes, you will find that in area 
the woman’s ii less than a quarter 
of the size. 


Diseased Conditions 
Diseased conditions, of course, 
are quito aa frequent causes of 
painful feet as strain; but a strain 
is often the beginning of a diseased 
condition. The foot hM arthritis 
just ae much or more so than any 
other set of joint*. The constant 
rubbing and contact with hard and 
uneven surfaces creates roughness 
that turns into arthritis. 
Another source of painful feet 
are inflammations of little baria 
that are placed between the bones, 
especially the heads of the bones. 
The bursa really are necessary. 
ainee they are filled with a small 
amount of lubricating fluid and 
keep the bones from scraping on 
•ach other aa they move. 
Flat feet actually are in many 
instances painful because of the 
creation of these areas of arth­ 
ritis, or of inflamed bursa, or 
pressure of the bones on exposed 
nerves.

H E R O ’S A D V IC E S P U R N E D 
How the Navy even 21 y ears 
ago spurn ed the ad vice of on e of 
its great heroes has ju st been re­ 
vealed in E ltin g M orrison ’s n ew 
book on Ad miral Simms, which 
will be published tomorrow. 
As early as 1921, Simms, then 
in comman d of the W ar College, 
proposed the build in g of 22 a ir­ 
craft carriers. 
About the same 
time, he w rote to Ad miral Fiske 
th a t the d ay s of the battleship 
were n umbered . 
“It is easy to 
see,” he said in referen ce to a con ­ 
feren ce a t the W ar College, “th a t 
the question of the battleship is 
n ot an agreeable on e to various 
members.” 
Although m ost experts in 1921 
refused to take seriously the bomb­ 
in g experim en ts off the Virgin ia 
Cape, Simms said th a t they m ark­ 
ed the turn in g poin t for the Navy .

new blows against the axis are 
imminent, 
especially in Europe 
and Africa. 
President Roosev elt told his ra­ 
dio audience that there 
are “at 
least a dozen points at which at­ 
tacks can be launched” against 
Germany in Europe. 
He said the 
aim of the United Nations in the 
European area is 
“an offensiv e 
against Germany.” 
“The power of Germany must 
be broken on the battlefields of 
Europe,” Mr. Roosev elt said. 
While the diplomatic observ ers 
all agree that the German military 
machine can be decisiv ely crushed 
only on the 
European continent, 
many of them feel that if the axis 
forces or 
German General Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel 
can be 
driv en out of 
North 
Africa, an 
easier way will be open for an In­ 
v asion of Europe through Italy 
than across the English channel. 
Regardless of what area may 
be chosen for the decisiv e battles, 
President Roosev elt 
warned the 
nation that v ictory will cost the 
liv es of thousands 
of 
American 
boys. 
“Sev eral 
thousand 
Americans 
hav e met death in battle,” he said. 
“Other thousands will lose their 
liv es. 
But many millions stand 
ready to step into their places—to 
engage In a struggle to the v ery 
death. 
For they know that the 
enemy is determined to destroy 
us. our homes and our institutions 
—that in this war it is kill or be 
killed.” 
Declaring 
that 
this 
is 
“the 
toughest war of 
all 
time,” the 
President emphasized 
that 
the 
American people will hav e to make 
many sacrifices before v ictory is 
I achiev ed. 
“Battles are not won by soldiers 
or sailors who think first of their 
own personal safety,” 
he , said. 
“And wars are not won by people 
who are concerned primarily with 
their own comfort, their own con­ 
v enience, their own pocket-books. 
“We Americans 
of today bear 
the grav est of responsibilities. All 
of the United Nations share them. 
All of us here at home are being 
tested—for our fortitude, for our 
selfless dev otion to our country 
and our cause.

“The power of Germany must 
be broken on the battlefields of 
Europe,” Mr. Roosevelt said.

Orders L-31 and L-79, gas space heating equipment such as radiant heaters, 
circulating heaters, etc., if available, may be installed in places where such 
equipment is needed and not already installed, provided the equipment is 
not used to supply the major heating requirements. 


lf my gas-fired space heatihg equipment is damaged beyond repair, 
can it be replaced with new equipment? 


Yes, it may be replaced under WPB Order P-84 if the equipment is 
available.
